NIGHT SESSION IS HELD 
TO PASS THE MEASURE 


‘Taxes on Semi-Luxuries 


Retained in the Meas- 
ure—La Follette Makes 
Long Speech Advocating 
Heavier Taxes on the 
Wealthy. 


Washington, December 23.—With- 
out a record vote the senate late 
tonight passed the war revenue 
bill, reduced to raise about six bil- 


‘Jion dollars in 1919 and four billions 


in 1920, as compared with the levy 
of $8,200,000,000 for next year, pro- 
posed in the bill passed by the 
house three months ago. 

When the final vote was taken at 
10:45 o’clock the senate had been 
in continuous session for nearly 13 
hours. Immediately after the pas- 
sage of the bill, the senate began 
its holiday vacation under the plan 
for three-day recesses until Janu- 
ary 2. Absence of a quorum in the 
house, however, had prevented that 
body from putting a similar pro- 
gram into effect. 

Measure Goes to Conference. 

The revenue bill, which has been 
before the senate since December 
12, now goes to conference, with 
formal meetings of the senate and 
house managers planned to begin 
January 2, with the view to final 
enactment of the_ legislation next 
month. The senate conferees ap- 
pointed tonight were Senators Sim- 
mons of North Carolina, Williams 
of Mississippi and Smith of Geor- 
gia, democrats, and Senators Pen- 
rose of Pennsylvania and Lodge of 
Massachusetts, republicans. 

Only a few scattering “noes” 
from the republican side marked 
the final vote on the bill. The re- 
publicans did not seek another rol! 
call on the bill’s provisions fixing 
1920 tax rates, and no further votes 
were taken on the luxury pro- 
visions, reinserted today with the 
Tate fixed at 10 per cent instead of 
20 per cent. 

In disposing finally of contro- 
verted sections, the senate tonight 
rejected, 55 to 6, the substitute bill 
of Senator La Follette, of Wiscon- 
sin, which proposed higher rates 
principally on war excess profits 
and individual income surtaxes. 

Another vote on the second-class 
postage question also was taken 
and the senate sustained, 41 to 22, 
its previous action in favor of the 
amendment which would repeal the 
existing zone rates on publications 
and substitute a rate of one cent 
a pound within 150 miles and 1% 
cents a pound beyond. . 

Luxury Taxes Retained. 

Several riders were added to the 
bill, but no important changes in 
the finance committee’s draft was 
made except to reinstatement of 
so-called luxury taxes on a num- 
ber of articles costing above fixed 
standards. 

Among the riders adopted were 
provisions for one month’s pay to 
men discharged from the military 
establishment after signature of the 
armistice; extension of the Reed 
“bone dry” law to the District of 
Columbia; and for 100 per cent taxes 
on political campaign contributions 
in excess of $500. 

A change made in the automobile 
tax section, provided for exemption 
of trucks, tractors and trailers, re- 
ducing the bill’s estimated revenue 
yield by about $30,000,000, but the 
reinsertion of the luxury tax clause 
will result in an estimated yield of 


$80,000,000,

La Follette Urges His Bill. 

Senator La Follette spoke for 
three hours in favor of his sub- 
stitute bill which would raise 
more than  $6,000,000,000, chiefly 
through inci as . rates on war ex- 
cess and sur-taxes. The Wisconsin 
senator said he would take “every 
dollar of war profit” and all incomes 
above enough to enable the owner 
ef 44a income to support his family 
in comfort. 

The La Follette bill was reject- 
ed by the senate, 55 to 6. Senators 
voting for its adoption were Borah, 
Gronna, La Follette, Norris, Nugent 
and Vardaman. 

Senator La Follette, whose ad- 
dress was prepared, attacked the 
senate bill principally because, he 
said, it would not raise. enough 
revenue nor distribute taxes fairly. 
He said it would not really levy 80 
per cent on war profits, nor impose 
large enough taxes on persons with 
large incomes. 

“IT would take every dollar of 
war profits,” the Wisconsin senator 
said, “leaving business its enor- 
mous pre-war profits and its cap- 
ital untouched. 

“T would take all of the incomes 
over enough to enable the owner 
of the income to support his fam- 
ily in comfort.” 

Even under his bill, Senator La 
Follette said, war profits earned 
by corporations in prosperous past 
years would go untouched. 

Plain Citizen Realizes Power. 


Regarding his plan to increase in- 
come taxes on the wealthy, Senator 
La Follette said: 

“Whatever may have been the 
forces which caused the present 
world war, one result of it must be 
apparent to every man of intelli- 
gence, and that is that the plain 
citizen has come to realize his 
power as never batons, and conse- 
quently will assert his rights as 
never before.

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T0 GERMAN ALIENS 


President Wilson Orders 
Practically All Restric- 
tions Lifted--500,000 Ger- 
man Men and Women 
Affected. 


Washington, December 23.—All 
restrictions on German enemy aliens 
except those applying to entry into 
and departure from the United States 
and those affecting the power of in- 


effective Christmas day. 
tion was taken on cabled instruc- 
tions from President Wilson and will 
affect about 500,000 German men and 
Women. 

It was explained that the depart- 
ment of justice would continue to 
exercise the power of internment of 
dangerous German enemy aliens and 
that the order would not affect such 
aliens already interned. 

Statement by Gregory. 

This statement was issued at the 
department of justice: 

“On the recommendation of the 


attorney general the president has 
directed that on and after Christ- 
mas day the attorney general dis- 
continue enforcement of all regula- 
tions affecting the conduct of male 
and female German alien enemies 
except those restrictions which ap- 
ply to entry into and departure from 
the country and those affecting the 
power of internment, 

“This means that on Christmas 
day the permit and pass systems 
effective against these aliens will 
be abolished all over the country, 
and that all prohibited areas and 
restricted zones will go out of ex- 
istence. All registration regulations 
will likewise cease, and it will no 
longer be necessary for German 
alien enemies to obtain permits for 
change of residence. In short, they 
will be freed of all restrictions af- 
fecting places of residence and of 
emvloyment. 

“The attorney general, however, 
will continue to exercise as hereto- 
fure the power to intern all danger- 
ous German alien enemies. The ac- 
tion of the president does not af- 
fect in any way the status of men 
already interned or the restrictions 
and obligations heretofore imposed 
on alien enemies now on parole. 
Any violation of parole will be 
punished as heretofore.” 

Why Austrians Are Not Named, 

John Lord O’Brian, special as- 
sistant to the attorney general, ex- 
plaining why Austrians were not 
mentioned in the order, said that 
the only regulations ever applied to 
them were those with reference to 
entry and departure and intern- 
ment. The effect of today’s action 
is to place Germans and Austrians 
on the same footing. 

Approximately 250,000 Germans 
would be relieved trom the neces- 
sity of carrying permits for entry 
into restricted areas while the pro- 
hibited areas from which they were 
excluded absolutely would again be 
open to them. These were the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, the Panama Ca- 
nal zone and all water fronts. 

Internment is continuing, Mr. 
O'Brian said, ten Germans having 
been interned on Saturday and six 
more today. It was learned unof- 
ficially at the department of ,jus- 
tice that between four and five 
thousand Germans have been in- 
terned since the United States en- 
tered the war. 

Altogether there are twenty sets 
of restrictions affecting German 
enemy aliens which had been put 
into effect through presidential 
proclamations, and a half-mile zone 
from which such aliens were 
barred, was established around all 
plants engaged in direct or indi- 
rect war work, arsenals, and all 
military and naval establishments

Stories of Valor 
Of 82d Division 
Told by Barrett 


“They Went Into Battle 
With Yell and Song, as 
if It Were a Lark, and 
Amazed Allies by Daunt- 
less Deeds,” Says Geor- 
gia Major.

The story of the heroism of the 
82d division, which was trained at 
Camp Gordon, was brought back to 
Atlanta last night by one of its 
wounded, when Major Thomas Bar- 
rett III., of Augusta, reached the 
city on leave from the hospital at 
Newport News, at which he is be- 
ing treated for phosgene gassing. 

Fresh stories of individual valor 
of the men of the 82d will be per- 
petually forthcoming, for there 
was no end to the deeds of the di- 
vision which formed the spearhead 
for the American attack in the Ar- 
gonne triumph. But something of 
the division’s glory as a whole was 
! related by Major Barrett. 

He told of how the men had en- 
dured untold agony during the Ar- 
gonne drive; of how they had gone 
five days without food or water, 
and slept in the mud and _ shell 
holes what little time they could 
snatch to close their eyes. 

Non-Coms In Command, 

He told of men pushing forward 
in great groups, yelling and whis- 
tling, into the face of sure death 
to capture machine gun emplace- 
ments and entrenched positions; of 
how unit after unit had lost its en- 
tire roster of officers, yet pressed 
forward under their own initiative 
and the command of non-coms, 

“There was no stopping them,” 
he said to a reporter for The Con- 
stitution. “They went into’ the 
scrap with a yell and a song, and 
they fell in masses. But their liv- 
ing comrades pushed on and on 
and on, the marvel of allied sol- 
diers who gasped at such prodigal 
disregard by the Americans of 
death and danger. 

“There were times when attack- 
ing soldiers were compelled to move 
forward over heaps of bodies of 
their own comrades; yet nothing de- 
terred them. I have seen a body of 
men start for a strongly emplaced 
machine gun position. The gunners 
mowed them down by the handful, 
but on kept the doughboys; with

NEWS PIRATIN 
BROUGHT TO STOP 
BY COURT DECREE 


U. S. Supreme Court Sus- 
tains Associated Press in 
Its Fight to Protect Its 
News From the Inter- 
national Service. 


PROPERTY IN NEWS, 
DECLARES THE COURT

Decision Rendered by Di- 
vided Court—Five Mem- 
bers for Sustaining the 
Injunction and Three 
Against — Brandeis Dis- 
sented Entirely. 


Washington, December 23.—The 
supreme court of the United States 
sustained today federal court de- 
crees restraining the International 
News Service from pirating news of 
the Associated Press. Five mem- 
bers of the court, including Chief 
Justice White, concurred in a ma- 
jority opinion delivered by Asso- 
ciate Justice Pitney upholding the 
principle of a property right in news 
and the complaint of unfair compe- 
tition and refusing to interfere with 
injunctions specifically prohibiting 
the International News Service from 
pirating by: - 

Bribing employees of newspapers 
to furnish Associated Press news 
before publication for transmission 
to the defendant’s clients. 

Inducing Associated Press mem- 
bers to violate its by-laws by per- 
mitting the defendant to obtain 
news before publication; and by 

Copying news from bulletin boards 
and from early editions of Associat- 
ed Press newspapers and selling it 
either bodily or after rewriting. 

Two Minority Opinions. 

Two, minority opinions were de- 
livered. 

Associate Justice Brandeis dis- 
sented entirely, declaring ‘that while 
the injustice of the use of unearned 
news matter by a competitor was 
obvious, the defendant had acted 
without misrepresentation and he 
regarded the majority opinion as 
laying down a dangerous opinion 
which might result in the denial to 
a great number of people of news 
that only the Associated Press se- 
cures. He suggested that there 
shouldbe legislation to protect the 
public rights. 

Associate Justice Holmes deliver- 
ed a brief opinion in which he an- 
nounced that Associate Justice Mc- 
Kenna joined, holding that fraud on 
the part of the defendant in palm- 
ing off the complainant’s news as 
its own constituted the only grounds 
of action and that without legisla- 
tion the only remedy to be applied 
was to grant an injunction requir- 
ing the International News Service 
to credit to the Associated Press all 
nirated news used within a certain 
number of hours after publication 
by Associated Press papers. 

“It is a question of how strong an 
infusion of fraud is necessary to 
turn a flavor into a poison,” said 
Justice Holmes. “The dose seems 
to me to be strong enough here to 
need a remedy from the law.” |

GHANGES PLANNED 
IN THREE OFFIGES 


New System Will Soon 
Be Put Into Operation in 
Marshal’s and Sheriff’s 
Offices and in Municipal 
Courts. 


Plans for putting into operation 
a new system for running the mar- 
shal’s office, the sheriff’s office and 
the municipal court were discussed 
at a meeting held Monday morning 
between the five municipal court 
judges and County Commissioner 
Oscar Mills, according to a state- 
ment made by Judge F. McClelland. 

Judge McClelland refused to dis- 
cuss in détail the preliminary plans 
made and as a result there is much 
speculation at the courthouse as to 
just what effect the meeting, which 
was held behind closed doors, may 
have on certain courthouse offices. 

When Chief Judge E. D. Thomas 
was. asked about the meeting, he 
stated that nothing of importance 
took place. 

Judge Luther Z. Rosser, Jr., stat- 
ed that he was not at liberty to 
state what happened at the confer- 
ence. 

Commissioner Mills said that he 
had no statement to make in re- 
gard to the closed sessions of Mon- 
day morning. 

Commissioner Mills has led the 
fight of the commission for a re- 
duction in the expenses of the coun- 
ty and especially in the reduction 
of the expenses of the municipal 
court. Several offices have already 
been abolished by the judges, ef- 
fective January 1, but Mr. Mills has 
insisted on a further reduction in 
expenses and in the working force 
and has stated that there are still 
nine non-essential offices connect- 
ed with the municipal court, and 
unless these are abolished by the 
judges he will name them and rec- 
ommend that they be abolished at 
the first meeting of the commission 
in 1919. 

Judge Thomas stated some time 
ago that the force of the municipal 
court could not be further reduced.

Large Quantities of 
Sweets and Holiday 
Gifts for the Americans 
Who Are Keeping the 
Watch on the Rhine. 


Coblenz, December 23.—The arms 
of Santa Claus, reaching across the 
Atlantic and France to beyond the 
Rhine, have brought large quantities 
of sweets and various luxuries and 
holiday gifts for the first Christ- 
mas in Germany of the American 
army of occupation. 

Christmas packages for soldiers 
began to arrive several days ago 
in carload lots and are being dis- 
tributed rapidly to the eight divi- 
sions within the area of occupa- 


tion. The quartermaster’s depart- 
ment and the American Red Crosa 
have provided thirty carloads stock 
of chocolate and stick candy. The 
quartermaster also is providing ma- 
terial for pies and cakes. 

Every officers’ mess and every 
company of soldiers is to have a 
Christmas tree. Many of the trees 
were cut by the soldiers themselves. 

The Y. M. C. A. is supplying dec- 
orations for the trees. Branches of 
the Knights of Columbus with all 
the divisions will present the sol- 
diers with extra smokes, in addi- 
tion to individual gifts. The ar- 
rangements provide for beginning 
early in the morning the distribu- 
tion of the packages sent to the sol- 
diers from home, while the after- 
noon and evening are to be devoted 
to entértainments., 

On the gastronomic side the men 
promise to be very well provided for. 
While no turkeys or cranberries 
will be served at the Christmas din- 
ner, the troops will have goose, 
ducks and chickens a plenty, as well 
as roast pig and fish. A general 
order prohibits the Americans from 
buying meats or fats from the Ger- 
mans, but by a system of trading 
soap, as well as chocolate and other 
foodstuffs, the prospect appears 
good of securing sufficient native 
products to vary agreeably the army 
meat diet. . 

The Salvation Army has begun the 
baking of doughnuts at its various 
quarters and by Christmas it hopes 
to have hundreds of thousands on 
hand... at least three doughnuts 
for every soldier. 

The Germans in the occupied area 
are preparing for an extensive cele- 
bration among themselves. They 
seem determined to have a good time 
and are buying extra supplies for 
Christmas dinners.

NO TIME YET FIXED 
FOR CONFERENCE 
TO DISCUSS PEACE 


Paris, December 23.—Almost on 
the eve of the assembling of the 
peace congress delegates, the United 
States is the only country which 
has definitely and officially an- 
nounced the composition of its del- 
egation. News reports have con- 
tained names of. British, Italian, 
Belgian and Japanese delegates, but 
the French foreign office has re- 
ceived no notification of these ap- 
pointments. 

The work of the American com- 
missioners will not be delayed by 
the president’s visit to England. 
It is stated that the. daily confer- 
ences will continue among the del- 
egates and the corps of specialists 
employed in the various branches of 
the great undertaking. and _ also 
with such representatives of the 
entente and neutral governments 
as may wish to communicate with 
the American delegates. Such dis- 
cussions will naturally be purely 
informal. 

Up to the present’ there has been 
no definite decision as to when the 
conference will hold its first ses- 
sions, nor is it known how many 
delegates will represent each of the 
various nations. The delay in ar- 
riving at an agreement of the date 
for beginning the conference may 
be explained by the fact that there 
has been no meeting so far between 
the British and the American dele- 
gates. 

Not much importance is attached 
to the number of delegates each 
nation will have because the dele- 
gations will act as units in the for- 
mal proceedings.

tions. | 

Wilson’s Sorbonne Address. 


Mr. Wilson’s address at Sorbonne 
on Saturday, in which he again de- 
fineqd his conception of a league of 
nations, attracted closest atten- 
tion from all public men here, This 
is especially true of his statement 
that the war could never have oc- 
curred if the central powers had 
discussed it for a fortnight, and 
certainly not if they had _ been 
forced to talk matters over for 
more than a. year. 

The president's ,address has re- 
called that the United States, while 
William Jennings Bryan was sec- 
retary of state, negotiated a dozen 
arbitration treaties, one of them 
with Great Britain. These treaties 
bound their signatories to discuss 
their controversies for at least a 
vear before proceeding to a declara- 
tion of war. An attempt was made 
to negotiate such a treaty with 
Germany, but the Berlin govern- 
ment refused to entertain it. It 
is also recalled that the same idea 
was once expressed in a plan for 
preserving peace put forward by a 
group headed by Viscount Sasnea 
Bryce, former British ambassador 
to the United States. 

The W. J. Bryan Plan. 


There is no official authority for 
the statement that Mr. Wilson is 
thinking of the Brvan plan as one 
of the elements in the proposed ma- 
chinery for preserving world peace, 
but this reference to the plan in his 
Sorbonne speech has set public men 


to talking. 
No announcement has been made 


as to how far the conferences be- 
tween Mr. Wilson, Premier Clemen- 
ceau, Premier Orlando and Foreign 
Minister Sonnino have gone, but 
French public .men have declared 
their premier’s talks with the pres- 
ident were entirely satisfactory. It 
is also believed that Mr. Wilson has 
made substantial progress in his 
conferences with Italian statesmen.

New York. December 23.—The late 
Cardinal Farley's scarlet ecclesias- 
tical hat was hung today without 
ceremony in the great dome over 
the high altar in St. Patrick’s ca- 
thedral in Fifth avenue, in accord- 
ance with the rule of the Roman 
Catholic church.

SEAMEN’S ACT UPHELD 
BY SUPREME COURT 


Washington, December 23.—In its 
first interpretation of the LaFollette 
seamen’s act, the supreme court, 


answering questions certified from 
the lower court, today declared con- 
stitutional the sections regulating 
the payment of wages to seamen, but 
limiting its application to foreign 
vessels only while they are in 
American waters. 

Under the act seamen are entitled 
to receive upon demand at every port 
after the vovage has been started, 
one-half of the wages earned up to 
that time, the master’s refusal to 
comply serving to release them from 
service. 

In deciding proceedings brought 
by Erik Sandberg and other sea- 
men against the British ship Talus, 
the supreme court upheld opinions 
of the circuit court of appeals, hold- 
ing that in computing the amount 
that can be paid on the wages due, 
advances made in foreign ports are 
to be taken into consideration. 


JAIL DELIVERY FOILED; 


Valdosta, Ga., December 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Plans for a jail delivery at 
the Lowndes county jail, believed 


to have been concocted by two des- 
perate white prisoners, with mur- 
der on the program, if necessary, 
were frustrated by the officials yes- 
terday. 


In changing some of the prisoners 
from one cell to another, two loaded 
pistols and a large steel drill were 
found in the cell occupied by Ed- 
ward Brown Neesmith, under a life 
sentence for murder, and E. H. Bur- 
rows, under sentence for highway 
robbery. 

As a result of an investigation by 
the sheriff following the _ discov- 
ery of the pistols and drill, Will 
Cook, a young Berrien county man, 
was arrested and lodged in jail, 
charged with smuggling the arti- 
cles into the jail. Neesmith and 
Burrows each charge the other with 
being responsible for the plan. 

Neesmith is a Berrien county pris- 
oner convicted of the murder of the 
old negro janitor of the Berrien 
county courthouse at Nashville, and 
was brought to Valdosta because it 
was believed he would escape from 
the jail at Nashville. 

Judge Thomas a few days ago 
overruled a motion for a new trial 
made by his attorneys, and he was 
being held here pending an appeal 
to a higher court. Burrows was 
convicted at the last term of court 
and sentenced to one year on the 
chaingang for highway robbery.

Upon 
request of the ever-curious report- 
er, he tried a blast on the horn, 
but there was only a small, stifled 
noise. When Mr. Brown put his 
lips to the family heirloom, how- 
ever, the result would have stirred 
any hounds from indolent stalking. 
Which seemed to prove that the 
long-lived horn recognizes only a 
Brown as its master. 

The horn was traded to Mr. 
Brown’s grandfather by the Chero- 
kee Indians for some tobacco, just 
before they were pushed back from 
the boundaries of Geurgia on toward 
the middle-west. And ever since 
that day it has been blowing tid- 
ings of one kind or another. 

“The sound of that horn when 
I was a boy was the sweetest music 
in the world to mew,” Mr. Brown said 
“For it called me from a hot and 
blistering field at noon to the shade 
of the house and the fullness of a} f¢ 
square meal.” Unlike the darkey of 
Irvin Cobb's story, it meant more 
than 12 o’clock when it sounded in 
those dayvs—it meant dinner time.’

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‘SEEKIN 
LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


Manner of Procedure of 
Promoters Detailed by 
Paris Paper—Formation 
of the League in Three 
Stages. 


Paris, December 23.—The Matin 
today was authorized to print the 
article which was censored yester- 
day. The article sets forth the 
manner of “procedure of the pro- 
moters of a league of nations act- 
ing with the allied governments.” 

The formation of a league of na- 
tions, the article says, will be in 
three stages. The allied govern- 
ments will decide the principles of 
such an organization, which will in- 
clude compulsory arbitration and 
limitations of armaments. Germany 
and her former allies then will be 
told they must accept these princi- 
ples, after which the treaty of peace 
will be formulated. Later a confer- 
ence will be held to discuss the for- 
mation of a league. Neutrals will 
pe admitted, the article continues, but 
Germany would not have an equal 
standing until she has expiated her 
misdeeds, and before she can do so 
@n international organization will 
be working. 

There Will Be Three Stages. 

“There will be three stages,” The 
Matin says. “First, the allied gov- 
ernments will settle among them- 
selves the principles of the league. 
As a fundamental rule, they will set 
down the right of the peoples to de- 
cide their own destinies. As a prac- 
tical consequence. It follows that 
there will be limitation of arma- 
ments and compulsory arbitration 
among the nations. It seems indis- 
pensable that at this point the en- 
tente countries bind themselves to 
put the clauses in the preliminaries 
of.penace. . .., 

“The second act will consist in 
notifying the enemy powers of the 
fundamental principles laid down 


in the. preliminary and requiring 
from them their adhesion to these 
principles. As to other conditions 
of peace preliminaries, as in the 
case of stipulations of a territorial, 
financial and economic character, 
no discussion wiil be admitted. ‘The 
entente delegates will say to Ger- 
many and her allies: 

““Compulsory arbitration and lim- 
itation of armaments are integral 
parts of our conditions. You must 
subscribe to them at once. You 
will know later how these princi- 
ples will oe applied.’ 


Universal Conference, 


preliminaries once signed, 
details of the peace treaty will be 
discussed among the belligerents 
and only after the signing of this 
treaty of peace proper will the thir 
stage be reached. This will be a 
universal conference to settle the 
new relations to be created between 
the peoples. 

“To this conference neutrals may 
be admitted. No nation, however, 
will be admitted to full member- 
ship in the league of nations if it 
does not offer sufficient guaran- 
tees. Germany, having started the 
war, will have been condemned. by 
the peace conference to make resti- 
tution and reparation. She cannot 
be regarded as being on an equal 
footing with other nations until 
she has paid her debt. Germany 
has committed a crime and she must 
atone for it before she can be ad- 
mitted to the ranks of honest and 
civilized peoples. 

“Meanwhile the 
will be united by, formal agree- 
ments, a world police will have 
been created and sanctions of all 
kinds will have peen_ instituted. 
An internal tribunal will be work- 
ing, and the specter of war, as far 
as it is humanly possible, will be 
banished from the path of civiliza- 
tion.”’ : 


GREY WANTS AMERICA 
IN LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 


T.ondon, December 23.—Viscount 
Grey, former secretary of state for 
foreign affairs, has written, at the 
request of the research committee 
of the League of Nations union, an 
introductory note to a pampniet en- 
titled “The Peace Conference and 
After.” After urging the great op- 
portunity afforded by the ® ace con- 
ference for taking a preetical step 
in the direction of forming a league 
of nations, Viscount Grey says: 

“Teds not necessary for the peace 
conference to create a league of na- 
tions. The conference will in itse'f 
be a vital beginning of such a 
Jeague. All thot is absolutely nec- 
essary is that it should not commit 
suicide, but keep itself alive by ad- 
journing and leaving a permanent 
organization, instead of dissolving 
itself and destroying its machinery. 

“Two more points I would es- 
pecially commend to careful and 
sympathetic attention. One is the 
possibility of applying the principle 
of trusteeship to those vast tracts, 
especially Africa, where no inde- 
pendent na nal g@ sernment of the

Upon reaching Europe, the 82d di- 
vision was first encamepd with the 
British at Abbeville, where the men 
were trained according to the Tom- 
my Atkins’ style. Subsequently, 
they were moved to the Vosges re- 
gion, where they were trained with 
the French. From the Vosges, the 
division suddenly was transferred 
to the Toul sector for more ad- 
vanced training. 

“An interesting incident demon- 
strating the craftiness of the Ger- 
man secret service, and showing 
that even Fritz is sometimes in a 
jocular mood, was related in con- 
nection with the Eighty-second’s 
first visit to the trenches. 

“The movement of the division 
was made ifi the closest secrecy,” 
said Major Barrett. “Every precau- 
tion had been taken to cloak the 
evacuation of the French and the 
arrival of the American forces. The 
authorities prided themselves upon 
having caught Fritz unawares. But, 
lo! and behold, when daybreak came, 
the newcomers peered over the top 
at the Hun trenches, and there, 
painted on a big cardboard, was the 
sign: 

“WELCOME EIGHTY-SECOND DI- 
VISION, NATIONAL ARMY OF THE 
UNITED STATES. YOUR TURN 
NEXT.” 

Major Barrett is stopping in At- 
lanta at the home of his father- 
in-law, Arnold Broyles, 155 Juniper 
street. His wife was formerly Miss 
Louise Broyles, a popular society 
girl. He won a captaincy at the 
first officers’ training camp at Fort 
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McPherson, and-was assigned to the 
lighty-second division, which was 
trained at Camp Gordon, where he 
was in command of Company Kk, 
o26th infantry. 

Gets His Majority. 


He was the first captain in the 

82d to be promoted to a majority, 
which was awarded him shortly be- 
fore the Argonne fight. He was the 
officer who organized the first raid- 
Ing force sent across No Man’s 
Land by the 82d. After penetrating 
for more than a half mile into Ger- 
man territory, capturing a number 
of machine guns, and gathering val- 
uable information, with but a few 
minor casualties, sixty men of the 
company he commanded were killed 
or wounded by a high explosive 
shelk which burst in their midst 
just as they were about to climb 
back into the home trench. 
_ Many of this number were killed 
instantly. Major Barrett was, him- 
self, wounded by shrapnel. He bears 
two wound stripes, one for 
shrapnel injury and the 
having been gassed in the Argonne, 
as @& result of which he was re- 
moved from the combat and sent to 
a hospital. He was brought back 
with other wounded, arriving Sun- 
day in Norfolk. 

Major Barrett also wears the new 
insignia of the 82d, which, along 
with other combat divisions, has 
been given special recognition by 
the war department. This insignia, 
worn on the left arm at the shoul- 
der, is a blue square with a red 
circle in the center, bordered with 
gold. 

Arrival at Newport News. 


Relative to the arrival from over- 
seas of Major Barrett with other 
officers distinguished for _ service, 
the Associated Press last night car- 
ried the following story from New- 
port News: 

Newport News, Va., December 23. 
Among the wounded who landed 
here yesterday from the transport 
Zelandia arexa number of men who 
a few weeks ago were conspicuous 
in news dispatches from the battle- 
fields in France.

"BONE DRY" SHADOW 
FALLING ON MONTANA 


Helena, Mont., December 24.— 
State-wide prohibition goes into ef- 
fect in Montana at midnight of 
Monday, December 30, this year. 
With the passing of the saloon there 
will disappear one of the~pictur- 
esque institutions of the west. At 
one time tpg saloon was an im- 
portant feat fn the social life of 


the hardy piomeers of the Treasure 
State. 

In the early Gays when men were 
blazing the western trails, the sa- 
loon followed them and, as a rule, 
was among the first industries to 
set up and transact business in the 
community. With a canvas for a 
top and a board bridging two boxes 
for a bar, hospitality at so much 
a drink was dispensed to the argo- 
nauts, 

As communities prospered the 
owner of the saioon or “half-way 
house,” waxed prosperous in propor- 
tion. The barkeeper’s was a stren- 
uous life, for those who sought the 
cheer he dispensed included miners, 
cowboys, Indian fighters, cattlemen, 
sheepmen, the renegade and the 
ne’er do well. Revolvers more of- 
ten than --ot, were the>arbiters of 
disputes. The barkeeper’s arma- 
ment lay on the bar within handy 
reach and in full sight of the per- 
haps too ebullient customer to re- 
mind him that there were limits 
within which he must confine his 
celebration. 

Cowpunchers, after months on the 
prairies looking after cattle, free 
of restraint and their pockets full 
of money rode into town scarcely 
discernable in a cloud of dust, punc- 
tuated with the flash of fire and 
report of revolvers. Like a tornado 
they swirled up to the front of the 
saloon, reined their ponies back on 
their haunches and sometimes rode 
in through the swinging doors. 
These were profitable days for the 
barkeeper, but he must needs be a 
diplomat if his place remained in- 
tact. 

Hard on the heels of the saloon 
came the gambler with the tools of 
his trade. Then followed the dance 
hall adjunct which brought with it 
the “orchestra,” such as it was, or 
the automatic musical machines. All 
were part and parcel of the saloon. 

Some of the modern saloons in 
the state’s larger cities were elab- 
orate in their fixtures, furniture and 
decorations. Until a few years ago 
Rutte had a buffet whose entire 
floor was inlaid with imitation dol- 
lar coins, entirely natural in ap- 
pearance. 

Bartenders in the state with other 
saloon employees, number about 35,- 
000 at the present time. A large 
percentage of saloons will continue 
in business, either with soft drinks 
or lunch, or both; or as bowling 
alleys, pool halls, or shooting gal- 
leries, and it is thought most of the 
saloon employees will be retained 
while the experiment is being tried. 

Several of the larger breweries 
will turn to making artificial ice. 
Others, it ig planned, will dry vege- 
tables. 


MORE FOODSTUFFS 
FOR LATIN-AMERICA 


Washington, December 23.—A 
Sweeping relaxation of restrictions 
on the export of foodstuffs, fodders 
and feed to the pan-American repub- 
lics, Canada, Cuba and the West In- 
dies was announced tonight Dy 
Chairman McCormick, of the war 
trade board. 

Applications for licenses for all 
articles under these classifications, 
with the exception of a short list, 
now will be received by the board, 
subject to the import requirements 
of the countrv of destination and to 
shipping facilities. 

An earnest desire to express the 
esteem of the American nation for 
the sister nations of-the western 
hemisphere was said to have been a 
strong factor in determining the at- 
titude of the board, and in this con- 
nection officials said that the order 
will apply even to commodities of 
which there a restricted quantity in 
the United States. 

The list of excepts names only 
wheatand wheat flour, corn, coffee, 
sugar, butter, cheese, eggs, linseed 
oil and cake and cotton seed meal 
ana cake. To avoid any misappre- 
hension as to the supply of these 
articles to the countries named, it 
was emphasized that practically all 
of them are available in desired 
quantities through government 
channels.

NEVER PRINTED LINE 
IN FAVOR OF THE WAR 


Chicago, - December 23.—Under 
cross-examination today J. Louis 
Engdahl, editor of The American 
Socialist, who, with four others, is 
on trial before Judge Landis 
charged with violating the espion- 
age law, admitted that he had never 
printed a line in the paper which 


might have aided the government 
fm the successful prosecution of 
the war. 

He did not deny having printed 
pages of editorials, statements, 
speeches and interviews against the 
war and the selective draft. 

Assistant District Attorney Flem- 
ing read extracts from numerous 
alleed anti-war articles from 
the files of the paper. One 
was entitled “The Navy Gives Re- 
ceipts.” It referred to the fact that 
window service flags for homes of 
men in the military service of the 
United States had been issued It 
concluded with the inquiry, “How 
much longer will women continue 
to swap their husbands and sons 
for a gaudy piece of cardboard?” 

Another article compared women 
who solicited men to enlist in war 
service with prostitutes. “Come, Ye 
Slaves” was the title of an article 
against the selective draft law. 

In his direct examination Engdahl 
said he registered under the se- 
lective draft and did not claim ex- 
emption and as a conscientious ob- 
jecton. 

Attorney Seymour Steadman, for 
the defense, read an editorial on 
free speech from Hearst’s Chicago 
Examiner, which he offered in evi- 
dence. 


MASARYK TAKES OATH 
AS CHIEF OF BOHEMIA 


Prague, Bohemia, December 23.— 
Professor T. G. Masaryk, president 


of the Czecho-Slovak republic, took 
the oath of office as president Sun- 
day in the diet building. President 
Masaryk, who arrived here from the 
United States by way of Paris, was 
presented with an address by Pre- 
mier, Kramars, in the name of the 
firs free government of the 
Czecho-Slovak state. The president’s 
oath on assuming office was as fol- 
lows: 

“l promise, as president of the 
Czecho-Slovak republic, on my 
honor and conscience, that I will 
care for the welfare of the republic 
and its people and respect its laws.” 


CONTRACTS VOIDED 
BY WAR DEPARTMENT 


Washington, December 23.—War 
contracts totalling more than three 
billion dollars have been cancelled 


by the war department. Secretary 
Baker said today that while many 
protests against cancellation, based 
on fears that unemployment would 
result, had been received, the num- 
ber of communities where labor is 
greatly needed exceeded by far those 
where there is or may be a surplus. 

Mr. Raker admitted that frequent- 
ly the place where the workers were 
needed and the place where they 
were being released from war plants 
were far apart. No appropriations 
are available to pay transportation 
for persons in this class, but Mr. 
baker said the department was giv- 
ing them advance notice, carrying 
them on the pay rolls as long as pos- 
sible, and in every possible way fa- 
cilitating the redistribution of labor. 


Mechanics From France. 


Norfolk, Va., December 23.—The 
army transport and supply_ ship 
Amphion, which reached port last 
night, this morning landed 200 me- 
chanics from France, all of whom 
were immediately released, in or- 
der that they might spend Christ- 
mas at home. They had seen serv- 
ice under the nose of German bat- 
teries on the French front.

SHELTER U.S. TROOPS 


Tours, France, December 1.—(A. 
P. Correspondence.)—Nearly all of 
the five districts in France which 
have been designated as “leave 
areas” for American soldiers are 
well-known summer watering 
places to which only the wealthy 
usually resorted in peace times. 

The great hotels which then were 
occupied by tourists from America 
and other parts of the world now 
shelter the American soldiers who 
are on leave after a period 
service at the front.

Four—Dauphiny area with Gren- 
oble as headquarters and 
the beautiful French Alpine water- 
ing places of Uriage and Allevard. 
This is one of the areas of France 
surpassing Switzerland in beauty. 

Five—Ardeche area, with Vals- 
les- Bains.
